On the 5th day of June, 1380, four miners, 
named Jam es Hollywood, John Gorman, 
Kenan C&mbion and Thornes Maloney, left 
Sitka in the schooner Gold H unter on a pros­ 
pecting trip. 
During the following month, 
in French harbor, north of Cross Soutid, John 
Gorman was capsized ia a small boat and 
drowned. 
The party then proceeded to 
Behring’s Bay, where they built a small log 
cabin at Y akitat and transferred the vessel’s 
stores thereto, leaving in charge ll-'Uy wood’s 
wife, who is an Indian woman. 
The three 
men, accompanied by an Indian named Ka- 
katow as guid-, proceeded along the coast 
prospeoiirg, snd were gone twenty-five days. 
They found dii gii)£3 which would pay about 
$10 a day to the m?rt. 
Evidences were pre­ 
sented of rich gold fields in the interior. 
The 
party then returned to Y akitat. for the pur­ 
pose of proceeding in another direction. 
Hollywood remained there for the purpose of 
constructing a larger cabin for the party to 
winter in. 
Catnbion and Moloney started 
cff subsequently w ith the Indian Kakatow, 
well armed and provisioned, not expecting 
to 
return until 
driven bark by snow, 
which 
they 
thought would 
be 
about 
Christmas. 
A bout one month afterward the 
Iridian Kakatow made his appearance at 
Hollywood’s cibin, uuaccompanied by the 
men, aud Btatcd th at they both had been 
drowned by the upsetting of their cano», and 
th at be himself had narrowly escaped with 
his life. 
Hollywood became satisfied, from 
subsequent conversations with the Indian 
and his manner, th at he had murdered both 
men. 
Hollywood remained with his wife at 
Y akitat until M arch 23J of the present year, 
when they left there for Sitka, arriving June 
1st, having lost his vessel by shipwreck 
on April 21. 
During the winter the Indian 
and bis family lived near Hollywood in an 
adjoining cabin, and at different times, to 
different members of his tribe, be confessed 
th at he had murdered the two men, Th*', 
information was im parted to Comi»»-lC)er 
Glas?, of the Jam estow n, by H oU jV ^g) bat 
she being a sailing ship he wan powerless. 
Early last m onth Commander D .,p proceeded 
in the U nited States steamer WT-churetts to 
Y akitat, taking Hollywood alonet aricl visited 
the vU 'jge of the principal chief, who snr- 
rend jred the murderer, end he was brought 
Y d i'k a 8ep't>taker 22d and confined in the 
guard-house, together w ith 
some 
Indian 
women as witnesse». 
tThe officers 
the marine guard 
at lLDU.sburg having arrested and confined 
an Indian for bad cm duct, were threatened 
by the Siwa-hes in the village w ith an at­ 
tack. 
This being reported to Commander 
Lull ou the 24th, ho went in person to the 
spot on the steamer Rose with an additional 
force, so that the guard a t H arrisburg now 
consists of four commissioned officers and 
forty-3even men. 
The North we-1 Trading Company are im- 
prcvlt g the wharf on the .Virihonse at Sitk», 
and have a very fine store. 
They are doing 
a thriving business. 
They loaned their pilot 
Pamucakoff a t great inconvenience to Com­ 
m ander Lull, of the W achusetts, on her trip 
to Y akitat. 
The steamer Bose is making regular trips 
between Sitka and Harrisburg, and is meet­ 
ing with deserved encouragement, the conve­ 
nience of such a boat beicg severely felt 
before she was placed on the route.

schooner Ocean Spray arrived a t Sitka ou 
the 231 day of September, twenty-one days 
from San Francisco, and sailed for Chican 
and Klawack on the 20th.

place she was to load 800 barrels of salmon 
for San Francisco. 
The steamers Favorite and Rose were both 
at Sitka when the mail steam er left. 
Special Agent H orr arrested at H arrisburg 
on the J6th the barber of a ship for having 
in his possession a large quantity of whisky, 
which he was er.de-.voting to smuggle ashore.

DOMESTIC .NEDS. 


Tlie New Y ork “ T im es” ou D Ialne’s Let­ 
ter. 
New Y o rk , October 26th.—The Times 
soys of Blaine’s letter : 
’* I t seems to us that 
the ground upon which Blaine now puts the 
American position is impregnable, ano th at 
any aition of the European powers seeking 
to substitute their political guarantee for 
oura may fairly be considered unfriendly. 
The case would be somewhat analogous to 
our furnishing a guarantee to Egypt, in case 
it had b?en asked, and we had the physical 
force to establish it, for the Suez Canal. The 
instincts and the goodsenee of our country have 
always restrained it from intruding iu any way 
into the agreements oi 
European powers 
for the neutrality of business highways in the 
old world, where ibeir interests are supreme, 
while ours are compaiatively slight. 
I t 
would be but reciproCi.1 action for the E u­ 
ropean powers, in like manner, to intrust to 
the U nited States the preservation of neu­ 
trality on an Isthm us so near its own domain. 
All this leaves aside the antiquated notions 
of slum oratory th at this country could not 
irmit a European power to gain a new foot- 
ild on this hemisphere, on the ground that 
it is our manifest destiny to some day annex 
it all for ourselves. 
Positive- D erltnnllnn. 
W a s h in g t o n , October 26 h —A Senator 
who left the President’s residence at noon 
states th at a messenger arrived this morning, 
bringing a letter from ex-Governor Morgan, 
in which he pocitively and finally declined 
the Secretaryship of tlie Treasury, and in­ 
forming the President th at it would be use­ 
less to expect any reconsideration. 
This let­ 
ter, it appears, was w ritten in refponso to 
telegrams sent from here yesterday, urging 
Morgan to accept. 
U p to a late hour last 
night the President clung to the hope th at 
¡Morgan might be persuaded to reconsider, 
but has now abandoupd ull such idea. 
The 
President is embarrassed in consequence of 
Morgan’s refu-al, and for the present nt least 
is undecided what to do. 
A pparently he is 
considering the policy of tunning over Cab­ 
inet m atters until December by perm itting 
Assistant Secretary French to re to uia at the 
head of tho Treasury, and requesting A ttor­ 
ney-General MacVeagh to remain in office 
till then. 
MacVeagh is out of the city, but 
as he has told tne President he would con­ 
tinue in the Cabinet until his successor 
should be appointed, it is presumed th at he 
would not refuse to serve until December.

MACVSAGH 
AND 
THE 
STAR 
ROUTE 
CA3ES. 


Attorney-General MacVeagh seems to 
have spoken very plainly to the President 
on the star route case3. 
Ho does not be­ 
lieve that there is much prospect of a con­ 
viction in these cases unless the Govern­ 
m ent throws the weight of its influence 
on behalf of the prosecution. 
No doubt 
this is a strange commentary upon the 
administration of justice in our Courts, 
nnd its significance ought not to be over­ 
looked or forgotten. 
Bat Mr. MacVeagh 
must be presumed to understand what he 
is talking about, and it is therefore proba­ 
bly true. 
What he actually implies is 
that the star route defendants are expected 
•to ase bribery and corruption, and that 
being both rich and unscrupulous they will 
leave no stone unturned to defeat the 
prosecution. The Attorney-General thinks 
that if the Administration makes it thor­ 
oughly understood that it is on the side 
of the prosecution, it will be possible to 
procure convictions. 
Bat it must be ad­ 
mitted that this is asking a great deal 
under 
the 
circa instances. 
The 
star 
route 
thieves 
have 
prosecuted 
their 
stealing by systematic 
collusion 
with 
officers of 
the Government 
and Con­ 
gressmen. 
There is no doubt of this. 
It ia equally certain that they have been in 
the habit of contributing largely to cam­ 
paign funds, and that they have been 
treated a3 exceedingly useful and zealous 
members of the Republican party. 
They 
are in fact typical “ machine ” politicians, 
and it is evident that it will be very em­ 
barrassing for a “ stalwart ” Administra­ 
tion to turn the cold shonlder to such 
friends, and even assist in sending them to 
the Penitentiary. 
It has indeed been al­ 
leged, though perhaps upon doubtful au­ 
thority, that President Arthur was in favor 
of forcing the prosecutions. 
But even 
if this were true, it is nevertheless a fact 
that very few among his intimate asso­ 
ciates can be equally inclined ta such 
severity. 
He will have to face all the 
pressure of all the “ stalwarts,” in fact, if 
b e really intends to push the star route 
ease3 ; and before the pressure on him re­ 
laxes he may be of the same opinion as the 
Attorney-General. 
At all events, this 
■ matter will afford a very fair test of hia 
strength of character, and from bis bearing 
■in it his future course may bs largely con­ 
jectured. 


ELAINE AND 
TEE I31H&ÜS QUESTION. 


Secretary Blaine’s instructions to United 
States representatives abroad concerning 
the Isthmus of Panama canal is a very 
faithful echo of the Monroe doctrine, but 
whether the position he takes is a wise 
nee or not is a question which can 
only lie answered by carefully examining 
the case. 
He intimates, to pat it as plainly 
as poEsiblo, that the United States is pre­ 
pared to dispute the right cf any European 
power to interest itself in a canal across 
the IstKratiS of Panama, and in justifica­ 
tion of this attitude he refers to a treaty 
made some forty years ago, and which has 
in fact become extinct, though Mr. Blaine 
attempts to cast a doubt upon this by sug­ 
gesting the novel doctrine that treaties of 
this kind never cease to be operative. 
If he had said that, in arrangements be­ 
tween the United States and a petty Cen­ 
tral American Government, the former is 
practically free to do as it likes, he would 
have been nearer the truth. 
It is of course 
quite clear that the United Siates has a 
very deep interest in the question of an 
Isthmus canal. 
I t has in fact even a 
deeper interest in it than England has in 
the Suez Canal. 
But it does not follow 
from this that the United States is en­ 
titled to exclude all the rest of the world 
from taking stock in an Isthmus canal, 
and it m3y be said further that to under­ 
take this exclusion is to necessitate the 
exhibition of more coercive power than 
¡b either convenient or possible at the 
present time. 
The American doctrine is no doubt pecu­ 
liarly calculated to flatter national vanity, 
but it belongs to the category of doctrines 
which require a very formidable military 
and naval equipment to sustain them. 
It 
is within the discretion of tho United 
States to adopt this doctrine as the na­ 
tional policy, bnt it will be an impracti­ 
cable policy so long as the country is with­ 
out the means of backing its bold words 
by as bold deede. 
Secretary Blaine's semi- 
defiant language would have a siuch better 
effect if we did not know that all such talk 
addressed to the great powers of Europe 
Í3 of necessity mere “ buucombe.” 
It is 
possible that these powers may not care 
enough about the matter to question cur 
position, though the Isthmus canal is so 
important, and in many respects so cosmo­ 
politan an undertaking, that we can hardly 
hope to eecape a challenge in regard to it. 
The demands of commerce, for example, 
are so imperative that it would be a very 
serious matter to have such a cai.al in the 
hands of one power, which could close it 
At will. 
The right to do this is practically 
what Mr. Blaine contends for, aud we do 
not think it is a right which Europe will 
be disposed to concede, or which would be 
for. the best good of the whole worlu. 
The Panama canal cnght to be r.-de; ihe 
protection of all the powers, with special 
conditions as to the course to be taken in 
time of war. 
We are inclined to think 
that the importance of it to this country in 
the event of a war with an European 
power has been greatly overestimated. 
The supposition that we should be able to 
use it ourselves and keep the enemy from 
using it, is not tenable. 
In the event of 
war we should have to fight for its posses­ 
sion, and it is highly probable that even if 
we succeeded in holding it, it would be 
rendered useless to us. 
To guard such an 
outlet a powerful navy would be required, 
and we have no navy. 
In a war with al­ 
most 
aDy 
European 
power—say. with 
Eugland, 
France, 
Germany, 
Italy 
or 
Spain—we should be pitted against vastly 
superior maritime forces, and it is quite 
certain that at the beginning of the war 
we should bo unable to effect anything. 
As, however, it would be precisely at such 
a time that the Panama canal would be 
seized, it is difficult to see how we could 
hope to hold it. 
In fact it ¡3 evident that 
we could not hold it, and that long before 
we had been able to patch up a navy the 
enemy would have sent a fleet through the 
Isthmus, and have taken or destroyed our 
Pacific coast pos6c-ssious. 
Not, indeed, 
that it would be necessary to send a fleet 
specially to do that, for there are always 
enengh war-vcsse’s of almost every Euro­ 
pean power in the Pacific to effect that 
purpose without further reinforcements. 
Secretary Blaine’s bold and even some­ 
what aggressive tone is therefore wholly 
without justification. 
It is neither more 
nor 
less 
than what card-players call 
“ bluffing.” 
But “ bluffing” here is im­ 
possible, since Europe thoroughly under­ 
stands our weakness on the sea. 
There is 
nothing dignified in an attempt to do more 
than we are capable of, and there is noth­ 
ing of statesmanship in making threats 
which 
everybody 
understands 
mean 
nothing. 
The simple truth Í3 that we 
have not the means wherewith to maintain 
the Monroe doctrine. 
If any European 
power chooses to dispute Mr. Blaine’s 
proposition, and declares its intention to 
take as much interest in the Panama canal 
as it pleases, we shall be reduced to two 
equally disagreeable alternatives : we must 
go to war with the certainty of being beat­ 
en, or we must swallow onr haughty 
words. 
As the adoption of the first alter­ 
native might involve the second, it would 
probably be the soundest policy to begin 
with number two. 
There would certainly 
be no option for us outside of these 
courses. 
And since this is apparent to all 
who arc capable of forming a judgment in 
the simplest matters, it seems verj bad 
statesmanship and even worse taste for 
Mr. Blaine to persist in using this hector­ 
ing and melodramatic tone in his instruc­ 
tions to our ministers. 
Certainly it is not 
thus that the great military and naval 
powers of the world are to be frightened 
into leaving us alone, and a chronic pnrsu- 
ance of this policy is apt to bring ns, 
sooner or later, into collision with some 
power that we are not prepared to encoun­ 
ter. 
If we had a r.avy we could afford to 
“ talk big; ” but not having one we must 
adapt our pretensions to our capacities. 


THE TREASURY. 


President Arthur’s first Cabinet venture 
has unfortunately failed, Governor Mor­ 
gan- having positively declined to accept 
the Treasury portfolio. 
It seems that the 
resident had counted confidently upon 
his acceptance, and that the refusal has 
embarrassed him. 
In other words, he had 
not made any “ second choice,” and when 
Morgan declined the office he did Bot 
know what to do. 
But it appears to us 
thatthosa Senators who are represented as 
criticising the President for his dilatoii- 
ness in sending in Cabinet nominations 
are very unjust to him. 
The convenience 
of the Senate at such a time is a matter of 
the slightest possible importance. 
That 
body can afford to wait even another week. 
But it is of the very first consequence 
that the President should choose his Cabi­ 
net wisely, 
and it ¡3 especially neces­ 
sary that lie should make a prudent selec­ 
tion for Secretary of the Treasury. 
For 
though there is a great deal of nonsense 
talked about the ability of most Secreta­ 
ries of the Treasury, and though they are 
habitually credited with the origination 
of plans which are really devised by those 
unknown subordinates who -Jo the work 


of tho department, and without whose 
trained skill and professional knowledge 
the very strongest of our Secretaries would 
have made shipwreck of the national 
finances, it is not a matter of indifference 
■ who holds the ostensible headship in 
the Treasury Department. 
Au ignorant 
man who is a mere politician may still have 
sagacity enough to keep quiet, and accept 
the guidance which is sure to bo provided 
for him. ■ But an ignorant man who should 
undertake to impress bis ideas upon the 
policy of the department, or who should 
undertake to avenge himself upon hia 
enemies by locking 
up 
or disbursing 
national funds, would be a very disastrous 
kind of Secretary. 
No mau w ho has not 
a practical knowledge of finance ought 
ever to be in that office. 
Any other man 
must either be at the mercy of his sub­ 
ordinates, or'of his own inexperience. 
To 
put a politician in there is to confess that 
the Secretrary of the Treasury doe3 not 
control it, though he is nominally held re­ 
sponsible for its policy. 
President Arthur 
will assuredly be excused by the country, 
no matter how much time he takes to 
make his selection for this office, if at last 
he sends in the name of some man whose 
past life justifies confidence in his ability 
to hold the helm himself, and to steer 
with it ekillfully. Governor Morgan would 
have done that, and the President onght 
net to let his second choice discredit hi3 
first. 


* 
ELECTRIC 
FIRES. 


The extension of the use of electricity 
has introduced a new danger to civilization. 
Wherever houses are lighted by electricity, 
and in fact wherever powerful currents are 
carried on wires in and about houses, the 
danger cf fire arises, and also the danger 
of injury to those who may happen to 
touch these wires unawares. 
The currents 
they carry are commonly so heavy that if 
they would not kill the incautious person 
taking hold of them, they would certainly 
paralyze him. 
Of course it is sought to in- 
-sulate these wires as completely as pos­ 
sible, but sometimes this Í3 only partly ac­ 
complished, and sometimes the insulation 
becomes defective from accidental causes. 
Iu the case of fires the firemen are in ob­ 
vious danger where electricity is employed, 
and in New York it has already been found 
necessary to give them instructions on the 
subject. 
A good deal of trouble has been 
also caused by the destructive effects of ac­ 
cidental crossings of the fire-alarm or tele­ 
graph wires with the wires used in conduct­ 
ing electricity for lamps. In such cases the 
current diverted into the instruments or 
alarm boxes is often powerful enough to 
destroy the machinery, and even to set the 
surroundings on fire. 
No doubt remedies 
will be found for ail these things in time, 
hut just now they are causing much diffi­ 
culty and some loss. 


POOR 
PERU. 


The condition of Peru appears to be most 
deplorable. The country is almost entirely 
in the hands of the Chileans, who are be­ 
having with all the brutality of their seini- 
savage nature. 
They seem to have estab­ 
lished a sort of reign of terror, and to be 
murdering the Peruvians by wholesale un­ 
der the pretense of preventing,insubordina­ 
tion. 
Peru is without a friend in the 
world, the Government of the United 
States, which aught to have interfered 
when the Pernvian resistance ceased, hav­ 
ing exhibited in this case a degree of pru­ 
dence singularly at variance with its be­ 
havior towards the really formidable powers 
of Europe. 
The present indications are 
that Peru will lose even her nationality be­ 
fore the barbarous Chilenians leave her. In­ 
deed Chile appears to be so swollen with 
pride over her conquest that she may be 
expected to be a quarrelsome neighbor 
hereafter, and her wars will probably be 
extended to other of the South American 
Governments. 
Very considerable powers 
have repeatedly grown from as small begin- 
ings, and Chile would not have a very dif­ 
ficult task before her if she contemplated 
the subjection of all South America outside 
of Brazil. 


\ UVADA. 


The Nevada and Oregon Railroad. 
R eno, October 20th.—The Gozitte to-day 
has interviews with parries interested in the 
Nevada and Oregon Railroad, concerning the 
effect of tho late difficulty cn building the 
read.

have done too much, spent too much money 
to atop before the road is fiuished to Oregon.

P roceed in gs iu tlie Senate. 
W a s h in g to n , October 2G.li.— Ransom of­ 
fered a resolution for a report on the condi­ 
tion of the Potomac Flats. Adopted. 
Sherman’o resolution for an investigation 
of Treasury accounts was modified so as to 
give the committee the fullest power, and 
was adopted, as also his resolution to refer 
the Meline report to the Committee on Ap­ 
propriations. 
An executive session was held and the 
Senate adjourned. 
In the executive session a motion was made 
to adjourn sine die, and durinz the discussion 
it was announced that the President would 
not delay the Senators longer than Friday 
evening. 
Senate C onfirm ations. 
W a s h in g to n , October 26tb.—The Senate 
to-day confirmed H. H. Garnett as Minister 
to Liberia ; J. G. McBride as Postmaster at 
Lincoln. Neb.; Tipton Lindsey as Receiver 
at Visalia. 
C abinet M ailers. 
W a s h in g to n , October 26:h.—The belief 
that Uoukling is ultimately designed for the 
Secretaryship of the Treasury seems almost 
universal here, and if ha were at liberty to 
accept it, it is believed the President would 
appoint him. Ex-Secretary, now Senator, 
YVindom informs the Associated Press agent 
to-night positively that Folger has been of­ 
fered and has formally accepted the Treas­ 
ury, and that the Pré si lent will nominate 
him to-morrow. Howe will be nominated to­ 
morrow also for Attorney-General, and quite 
likely the Senate wiil adjourn to-morrow 
evénlng. 
M ore About th e T reasury P ortfolio. 
W a s h in g t o n , October 26th.—It is posi­ 
tively stated to-night that (Jhief Justice Foi- 
ger, of New York, has been tendered and has 
accepted the appointment of Secretary of the 
Treasury, and that his name will be sent to 
tie Senate to-morrow. In connection with 
this appointment it is asserted that Folger 
agreed to accept on tho consideration, or with 
the understanding, that he shall bs appointed 
to the United States Supreme Bench to *uc- 
ceed Huai, who, it is confidently believed, 
will bo retired, on account of physical disa­ 
bility, by Congress. Folger really did not 
want tho Secretaryship, hut is ambitious to 
go on the Supreme Bench. 
It is still asserted 
by those who assume to know that ConkliBg 
will succeed Folger in the Treasury before Ar­ 
thur’s administration grows very old. It is said 
that Conkling would have been appointed, 
but that since ho left the Senate he Las taktn 
several very important law cases ar.d accepted 
soma thousands of dollars in the shape of re­ 
tainers, and therefore cannot abandon these 
cases. It will be eome mouths before he can 
attend to them. 
Arthur is very anxious, so 
tho story goes, to have Cockling at the head 
of the Treasury, and his great embarrassment 
since Mr. Morgan declined has been to find 
a man who would make way for Conkling 
when he gets ready to go into the Cabinet. 
Folger’s retirement from the Cnief Justice 
ship of tho New York Court of Appeals will 
necessitate the election of a successor, and 
the Democrats may win the election and. 
thus get a majority. 
That is one reason why 
there was some hesitation in appointing Fcl- 
ger to tho Treasury, but after looking over 
the field it appears that the President con­ 
cluded that he was the man wanted.

Tyner's R ep ly to th e C harges A gain st

C h icag o , October 26th.—Tyner, in his 
statement, says that he never made any ex­ 
penditure for 3tar route service without con­ 
sulting the then Postmaster-General, Gov- 
ei ner Jewell, and that later, when in charge 
of the Department, he refused to make a 
large increase of the service. 
He required 
of General Brady monthly statements regard­ 
ing the star route service, aud never sanc­ 
tioned any lnrge expenditures. During lhi 
last month that he was Postmaster-General 
no report came to him, and after he bad 
ceased to be Postmaster-General he was in­ 
formed that during that month Brady had 
largely expedited the service. 
He went at 
once to General Key, who had just assumed 
charge cf the Department, told him of it, 
and advised him to cancel all the orders for 
such increased service. T ter says, further, 
that the star route prosecutions were fre­ 
quently a matter of consultation between 
himself and President Garfield; that he took 
his report of the investigation, made by him­ 
self into the service, aud read it to General 
Garfield, who requested that he might also 
show it to General Jam's, which he did. 
This was soon after General Garfield became 
President. 
On receiving the report, Pustmaster-Gen- 
eral James agreed that it should be seen only 
by the President aud himself. It had been 
kept from the files of the Department by 
Keys’ order, and was a private paper. 
•Tames was told so at tho time he received it. 
Afterwards he said the Attorney-General had 
it, and he would not treat it as a private pa­ 
per. He then asked leave to print it, assign­ 
ing as a reason that Brady had called him 
a liar in the New York Herald, and he wanted 
“ to quote Tyner or Brady.” As the subject 
did not relate to the interest of the public 
service, and a3 the publication would not eluci­ 
date the is-ue between them, Tyner did not 
give his consent. 
It afterwards appeared, 
however, in the columns of 3 leadings news­ 
paper without consulting him.

Tyner says 
the business

different departments. Tyner says the rec­ 
ords of the Department do r.ot furnish a 
single instance of a failure to dismiss a post­ 
master justly accused of false reports on the 
star route service, or any other dereliction of 
duty, after it wa3 brought to his notice. The 
person who made the charge knew it to be 
false. Tyner and the Presideut had three 
or four interviews about the star route 
business, at the President’s request, at 
which questionable methods of conducting 
the investigation were freely discussed. The 
last of those interviews occurred within 
twenty-four hour3 of the fatal shot, of which 
fact at least two other persons have knowl­ 
edge, one of whom intentionally overheard a 
part of what was said. The impression 
left on Tyner’s mind then was ‘ he was not to 
go out because of suspicions relative to the 
star route investigation, or for any other 
cause.” Tyner says he has not j -ined in the 
sweeping charge of corruption against every­ 
body who happened to have labored to secure 
en increase cf service on the star routes, nor 
approved of the plan of trying msn on crim­ 
inal charges in the newspapers. 
Ho has 
attended to his own business, and if the de­ 
tectives and others aronnd the Postmaster- 
General had done likewise, this statement 
would have been unnecessary. 
Postmaster-General James, in his letter to 
Judge Tyner acknowledging the receipt of 
his resignation, says:

We, 
the Grand Jury, think it the duty of the 
Board of Supervisors to reserve the original 
contracts, plans and specifications of all con­ 
tracts let by the Board. 
In visiting the 
building we find it to accord with the details 
cf the plana and specifications as far as con­ 
structed.

Une of 
the principal objects of the expedition was to 
determine the amount cf heat sent upon the 
earth by the sun in a given length of time. 
Another object was to ascertain the precisa 
color of the sun’s rays outside of the earth’s 
atmosphere, it being the theory of Professor 
Langley that the sun’s rays are bluish, and 
not golden, when not affected by the earth’s 
atmosphere, aud that the effect of the latter 
is to absorb the violet rays. The observa­ 
tions from M 'Unt Whitney were for the pur­ 
pose of investigating this theory from a poiet 
a3 high above the c-ea level as possible, and 
where the atmosphere was the most rare and 
clear that could be fonnd. 
The party consisted of Professor S. P. 
Langley, of the observatory at Alleghany, 
P a.; Captain O. E, Michaeiis, representing 
the Government and in charge of transporta­ 
tion ; W. O. Day, Feliow in Chemistry at the 
Johns Hopkins University, Baltimore, and 
.T. E. K.riter, astron omer and assistant to 
Professor Langley. 1 hey were accompanied 
by two Signal Sergeants from Denver, Col., 
and a detachment of fix soldiers from Beni­ 
cia. The party was engaged in taking views 
and observations for about six weeks, and 
regarded the result as very favorable. The 
lower camp and place of observation was at. 
Long Pine, an about 3,000 feet altitnde ; the 
principal camp and point of observation was 
at an altitude of 12,000 feet, aud another was 
occupied at the summit of the mountain. 
Two weeks were at first spent at the lower 
station, when the parly moved to the middle 
one, leaving one sergeant at the former to 
continue investigations. The observations i t 
the summit were nearly all taken by membeis 
of the expedition going up from day to day. 
I t was found t-. be very cold and unpleas­ 
ant remaining at the summit during the 
nights, and the difficulty of getting wood to 
so high a Doint above enow-line rendered it 
worth 8150 a cord. Thedistar.ee from Lone 
Pine, or the lower station, which was at 3,000 
feet altitude, was twenty Jive miles in a 
straight line and fifty miles of trail. A t the 
middle station, 12,000 feet altitude, a bas n 
cf water would freeze solid every night, while 
at the summit the temperature at night was 
from 12° to 15° below freezing. 
The sky, as 
seen from the summit, was of a deep bluish 
violet color, and presented the appearance of 
remarkable purity. Professor Langley says lie 
never saw so puro a sky, and its color was un­ 
changed from day to day. 
Mr. Day made.epccial study of the compo­ 
sition of the atmosphere, particularly as to 
the amount of carbonic acid in it at a bight 
of 12,000 feet, His notes have not been re­ 
duced, but he does not think there will be much 
difference between that Light and sea level. 
None of the observations have yet been re­ 
duced, and several months will be required 
in that work after tho parly’s arrival at the 
East. 
Mount Whitney was believed by 
Professor Latmley to be 14,900 feet high, but 
the exact hight will be known when tbtir 
figures are completed.

SUPREME COURT.

PRISON R irO K il. 
The Board of Trustees of the Prison Commis­ 
sion to-day accepted the report of the Com­ 
mittee of Arrangem ents for a Prisou Kefoim 
Convention, proposing the preparation of a 
memorandum 
enum erating the causes of 
crime, and another on the responsibility of 
eociety for some of the causes. 
The papers 
are to be discussed by the Convention at the 
meeting, November 8tb. 


THE DEBRIS C0H1IITTEE. 
The Debris Committee of the Board of 
Trade met this afternoon and held some gen 
eral discussion, the purport of which was that 
immediate action is necessary to preserve 
M arysville from destruction.
